TO:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 

Herewith  my  Annual  Report  for  1971* 

The  state  of  the  Public  Health  of  the  Carlton  Urban 
District  is  good  and  conforms  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Department  of  the  Environment, 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  is  kl^.y^60,  an 
increase  of  1,930  over  the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate  was 
l6o3  per  1,000  population,  i.e,  731  births  - giving  a reduction 
of  last  years  rate  by  1,5  per  1,000. 

The  death  rate  was  9»4  per  1,000  population  i.e,  422 
deaths  as  compared  with  last  years  death  rate  of  10,5  per  1,000 
(452  deaths),  67^  of  these  deaths  were  in  people  over  the  age  of 
65  years. 


The  blxth  rate  v;as  therefore  ,3  per  1,000  population 
greater  than  the  figure  for  England  and  Uales  - 16  - whilst  the 
death  rate  was  slightly  lower  than  the  national  rate  (ll.O  corrected 
national  figure  11,6). 

The  infant  mortality  rate  (that  is  deaths  of  children 
under  1 year  of  age)  vreis  5 per  1,000  live  births,  as  compared  \7ith 
10  per  1,000  last  year  and  the  national  figure  of  18,  per  1,000, 

The  actual  number  of  children  who  died  v/as  4,  of  these  three  \7ere 
under  1 week.  Also  three  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  multiple 
congenital  abnormalities  and  one  to  prematurity.  It  is  very 
gratifying  to  see  this  low  figure  and  that  the  deaths  were 
unavoidable • 


The  stillbirth  rate  was  12  per  1,000  total  live  and 
stillbirths  (figure  for  Engls-nd  and  Uales  12.  ). 

Major  causes  of  death  remain  ischaemic  heart  disease, 
malignant  growths  and  cerobro-vascular  disease  in  that  order. 
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l6  out  of  the  113  deaths  due  to  ischaeinic  heart 
disease  were  in  males  under  the  age  of  55  years,  (i.e, 

Two  cases  of  Tuberculosis  occurred  in  schools  within  ^ 

the  Urban  District  in  1971 • 

The  first  case  occurred  in  a primary  school,  290  children 
were  tested  for  tuberculosis,  270  were  found  to  be  negative,  I8 
children  were  positive  but  had  clear  chest  x-rays.  The  teaching  staff 
were  chest  x-rayed  and  found  to  be  clear. 

The  second  case  occurred  in  a secondary  school, 

119  children  who  had  been  in  contact  with  the  case  were  tested, 

98  being  negative,  96  of  these  were  vaccinated  against  tuberculosis. 

(the  parents  of  two  children  refused  vaccination).  Twentyone  children 
showed  positive  reactions  - but  chest  x-rays  v/ere  clear  in  all  of  them..i 

All  the  teaching  staff’  attended  the  mobile  x-ray  unit  for 
chest  x-ray  and  all  v;ere  found  to  be  free  from  Tuberculosis. 

The  most  difficult  part  of  the  investigation  proved  to  be 
the  tracing  of  contacts  who  had  left  the  school.  35  pupils  who  had 
left  the  school  were  contacted  and  referred  to  chest  clinics,  in  their 
area,  - all  vrere  found  to  be  clear  on  chest  x-ray.  Six  teachers  had 
left  the  school,  including  one  living  in  France  and  one  in  Germany. 

These  chest  x-rays  ¥/ere  clear  with  the  exception  of  the  teacher  in 
France  who  failed  to  respond  to  our  requests  for  her  to  have 
a chest  x-ray. 

Routine  vaccination  against  smallpox  ceased  in  August  1971> 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Department  of  Health,  based  on  the 
diminishing  lilcelihood  of  outbreaks  of  the  disease  occurring  in  this 
country.  Smallpox  vaccination  is  still  carried  out  in  individuals 
travelling  to  countries  where  smallpox  is  still  prevalent, 

1971  saw  the  coming  into  being  of  the  Social  Services  Act 
in  which  a number  of  h’elfare  functions  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health:' 
were  transferred  to  the  Director  of  Social  Services.  It  is  indeed 
going  to  be  interesting  to  see  hovj  effective  this  change  has  been, 
perhaps  the  true  effect  mil  only  be  seen  when  the  reorganisation  of 
the  National  Health  Service  has  taken  place  in  1974*  It  is  hoped  that 
in  this  great  "churn  up"  the  personal,  social,  and  environmental  healthii 
services  will  be  co-ordinated. 

Tv/o  renal  dialysis  machines  v;ere  established  in  the  urban 
district  during  1971,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Sheffield  Regional  | 

Hospital  Board  and  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council,  thus  enabling 
patients  with  kidney  disease  to  have  treatment  at  home  instead  of  j 

making  the  arduous  journey  to  Sheffield  twice  a week,  ¥aste  from  the 
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units  is  oollooted  by  the  Health  Bepartmont  Staff  under 
stringent  asepsis  and  incinerated,  thus  eliminating  any 
risk  of  infection. 

There  has  ttoniinuod  a considerable  demand  for 
local  authority  accommodation  on  medical  grounds  in  all 
sections  of  the  population  but  particularly  vd.th  regard  to 
the  senior  citizens*  This  is  of  particular  concern  to  me 
because  we  can  never  hope  to  rehouse  all  the  applicants  for 
ground  floor  accommodation,  within  what  would  be  a reasonable 
tine,  due  partially  to  the  lack  of  land  and  also  to  the 
increased  longevity  which  v/e  now  enjoy  to  a greater  extent 
than  ever  before. 

At  the  present  tine  there  would  appear  to  be  a 
great  need  for  money  to  be  spent  on  the  practicalities  of 
welfare  - particularly  with  regard  to  Part  III  accommodation 
and  Home  Helps* 

In  conclusion  I would  record  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  the  Chief 
Officers  of  the  Authority,  and  to  the  Staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  helpful  co-operation  throughout  1971°

Annual  Report  upon  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  Meat  Inspector  and  Technical  Assistants  during  1971 • 

I'/hilst  there  was  a full  complement  of  Staff  throughout  the 
year.  Parts  I and  III  of  the  Housing  Act  1969 > which  deals  respectively 
with  ‘Standard  and  Improvement  Grants'  and  'The  Rent  of  Dwellings 
in  good  repair  and  provided  with  Standard  Amenities' , involved  the 
Department  in  a great  deal  of  work,  unfortunately  to  the  detriment 
of  general  public  health  duties. 

The  first  General  Improvement  Area  in  Netherfield  - the 
Carlton  No,  1 (Proposed)  General  Improvement  Area  1971 p was  declared 
in  February  under  the  provisions  of  Part  II  of  the  Housing  Act  1969. 

In  addition  it  was  resolved  towards  the  end  of  the  year  to  request  the 
Officers  to  submit  a report  on  a further  area  in  Netherfield  vd.th  a 
view  to  the  same  being  considered  for  declaration  as  a General 
Improvement  Area, 

Further  progress  was  made  with  smoke  control  by  the  Carlton 
No,  8 Smoke  Control  Order  1970,  coming  into  operation  on  the  1st 
November  1971 • Two  other  Orders  were  made  during  the  year,  namely 
the  Carlton  No,  9 (Proposed)  Smoke  Control  Order  1971  and  the  Carlton 
No,  10  (Proposed)  Smoke  Control  Order  1971.  V/hen  these  Orders 
become  operative  it  will  mean  that  approximately  of  the  houses  in 
the  area  will  be  covered  by  Smoke  Control  Orders, 

As  has  been  customary  since  the  decontrol  of  meat  and 
livestock  in  1954p  the  whole  of  the  animals  slaughtered  within  the 
district  have  been  inspected.  This  work  is  carried  out  by  the 
Authorised  Meat  Inspector,  Mr  J,F,  Smith,  who  is  assisted  as 
necessary  by  one  cf  the  Public  Health  Inspectors, 

The  Meat  Inspector  also  maintains  oversight  several  tines 
weekly  at  the  one  poultry  dressing  station  within  the  area. 
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During  1970  the  Carlton  Forum  was  opened.  This  Sports 
Complex  provides  among  its’  facilities  a learners’  and  an  exhibition 
swimming  pool,  cUid  as  last  year,  samples  have  been  taken  at  regular 
intervals  to  ensure  that  the  bacteriological  quality  of  the  water  is 
maintained  at  the  appropriate  standard. 

The  matters  already  briefly  touched  upon  will  be  dealt  with 
at  greater  length  in  the  body  of  the  report  and  the  other  varied 
duties  of  the  Department  will  be  mentioned  under  their  several  headings. 

Finally  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Committee  for  their  support,  to  the 
Officers  of  the  authority  for  their  assistance  and  advice  and  not 
forgetting  the  Stciff  of  the  Department  for  their  loyalty,  without 
\diich  such  as  has  been  achieved  would  have  been  impossible.

The  report  which  incorporated  suggestions  relating  to 
environmental  improvements  by  Technical  Staff  of  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  gave  a general  picture  of  the  facilities 
available  and  social  conditions  prevailing  in  the  area,  was  presented 
to  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Committee  in  February  1971.  The  report 
was  accepted  in  principle  and  the  area  was  declared  to  be  an  Improvement 
Area  in  accordance  with  Part  II  of  the  Housing  Act  1969. 

Subsequently  your  Engineer  and  Surveyor  submitted  estimates 
of  the  cost  of  the  individual  environmental  improvements,  \diich  - 
excluding  land  acquisition  amounted  to  £15^965.  It  was  resolved  to 
accept  the  report  and  to  call  a public  meeting  and  to  request  the 
report  of  the  District  Valuer  on  the  areas  of  land  proposed  to  be 
improved  which  are  not  in  the  Council’ s ownership. 
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The  public  meeting  v;as  held  at  the  Trinity  Methodist  Church 
Hall,  Dennis  Street,  Metherfield,  in  July,  v^en  members  and  Ofiicers  of  the 
Council  explained  the  details  of  the  proposed  improvements  and  answered 
questions  from  the  public  present. 

On  the  15th  March  1971  Mr  Paul  Channon,  The  Permanent  Under- 
secretary for  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  opened  the  Carlton 
Improvement  Month  Exhibition  in  St,  George’ s Hall,  Forester  Street, 
Netherfield,  At  the  Exhibition  v/ere  display  stands  showing  modem  space 
heating  and  water  heating  equipment  presented  by  the  National  Coal  Board, 
The  East  Midlands  Gas  Board  and  the  East  Midlands  Electricity  Board.  There 
was  also  a Stand  by  the  Health  Department  with  photographs  and  models 
illustrating  idiat  could  be  achieved  in  the  way  of  improvements  together 
with  a prefabricated  bathroom  by  Planimec  Ltd, 

Exhibition  houses  Nos,  47,  49  and  50  Manvers  Street,  which 
had  been  purchased  and  improved  by  the  Council  were  open  for  inspection.

A test  baiting  of  the  sewers  in  the  district  was  commenced 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  continued  during  the  early  part  of  1972. 

Free  treatment  is  afiorded  in  the  case  of  dwellmg  houses,  but 
a charge  is  made  in  respect  of  other  premises.  As  ready  mixed  baits 
are  now  readily  available  little  demand  is  made  for  the  service  from 
industrial  or  commercial  undertalcings.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


(a)  Measurement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 


There  are  four  sets  of  Sulphur  Dioxide  apparatus  and  smoke 
filters  operating  in  the  area.  The  location  of  the  apparatus  is  shewn 
below; - 

Station  No.  1 Council  House,  Carlton  Square,  Carlton  - 

Eight  port  valve  machine.  This  station  was  formerly- 
located  at  the  Public  Library,  Manor  Road,  Carlton. 

Station  No.  2 Community  Centre,  Haywood  Road,  Mapperley.  —

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(b)  Domestic  smoke 


Two  Smoke  Control  Orders  came  into  operation  during  the  year, 

namely: - 

(i)  The  Carlton  No,  6 Smoke  Control  Order  1969  - date  operative  1st  July 
1971 

(ii)  The  Carlton  No,  8 Smoke  Control  Order  1970  - date  operative  1st 
November  1971. 

The  effect  of  these  Orders  is  that  on  the  1st  November  1971 ? 
4>822  houses  will  be  subject  to  smoke  control,  which  is  32^  of  the  dwelling 
in  the  area. 


In  December  1971  your  Council  made  two  additional  proposed 
Orders  which  at  the  time  of  writing,  are  awaiting  confirmation  by  the 
Department  of  the  Environment, 

These  are:— 

(i)  The  Carlton  No.  9 (Proposed)  Smoke  Control  Order  1971. 

The  boundaries  are  as  follows:- 

”The  Westerly  side  of  Main  Road,  Gedling  from  its  junction 
’’with  Westdale  Lane  East  to  its  junction  with  Arnold  Lane, 

’’the  South  VJesterly  side  of  Arnold  Lane  from  the  last-mentioned 
^junction  to  its  junction  with  Friday  Lane,  the  Easterly  sides 
”of  Friday  Lane  and  Priory  Road  from  Arnold  Lane  to  the  junct- 
”ion  of  Priory  Road  with  Westdale  Lane  East,  the  North  Easterly 
’’side  of  Westdale  Lane  East  from  the  last  mentioned  junction  to 
’’its  junction  with  Main  Road.  ” 

(ii)  The  Carlton  No,  10  (Proposed)  Smoke  Control  Order  1971* 

The  proposed  area  is  bounded  as  follows; - 

’’The  V/est  and  South  side  of  Station  Road,  Carlton  from  the 
’’railway  crossing  on  the  Nottingham/Lincoln  line  of  British 
”Railways  to  its  junction  v/ith  Manor  Road,  the  West  side  of 
"Manor  Road  from  the  said  junction  to  its  junction  with  Burton 
"Road,  the  Southerly  side  of  Burton  Road  from  its  junction  with 
"Manor  Road  to  Carlton  Square,  from  Carlton  Square  the  East 
"side  of  Greenliill  Rise  and  Greenhi!l.l  Road  to  the  junction  of 
"Greenhill  Road  with  Greenhill  Crescent  and  Onchan  Drive,  the 
"public  footpath  between  1 Greenhill  Crescent  and  50  Onchan 
"Drive  to  the  junction  of  the  North  West  and  North  East  bound- 
"aries  of  No, 75  Douglas  Avenue,  the  North  East  boundary  of  the 
"said  75  Douglas  Avenue  to  the  North  Western  boundary  of  the 
"Ilottingliam/Lincoln  line  of  British  Railways  and  the  said  Rail- 
"way  boundary  in  a North  Easterly  direction  to  Station  Road, " 
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I'/hen  these  Orders  become 
houses  in  Carlton  will  be  covered  by 


operative  approximately  ^0%  of  the 
Smoke  Control  Orders. 


The  attached  map  shows  the  areas  already  covered  by  Smoke 
Control  Orders  together  with  the  areas  proposed  to  be  covered  up  to  1975 
by  Orders.  Tliis  programme  was  accepted  by  your  Council  for  implementation 

on  the  24th  March  1971. 


( c)  Industrial  smoke 


During  the  year  observations  have  been  made  of  smoke  emissions 
from  industrial  premises*  Ii/hilst  all  smoke  emissions  were  within  the 
limits  laid  down  by  the  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations,  three  were^ 
approaching  the  maximum  times.  Informal  talks  were  held  with  the  companies 
concerned  and  as  a result  alterations  are  to  be  made  to  existing  coal- 
burning  furnaces.  One  company  v/hich  bums  its  own  waste  is  re— designing 
the  boiler  house  and  the  benefit  will  more  than  off-set  the  cost  of 
alterations.  Smoke  from  bonfires  in  the  open  at  industrial  and  commercial 
premises  is  causing  quite  a lot  of  work  and  one  persistent  offender  was 
prosecuted.  A fine  of  £50  was  imposed  with  £25  costs. 

Overall,  the  industrial  smoke  is  within  legal  limits  but  the 
department  is  not  complacent  about  this  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to 
improve  the  clean  air  of  the  District.

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One  complaint  related  to  amplified  music  from  a private  party 
in  a semi— public  building.  This  complaint  was  fully  justified  and  the 
situation  was  aggravated  by  windows  being  opened  because  of  the  hot  weather 
prevailing  at  the  time.  The  natter  was  taken  up  with  the  organisers  of 
the  party  and  the  nuisance  was  abated  forthwith.  Representations  were 
also  made  to  the  firm  concerned  to  prevent  any  repetition  in  the  future. 

As  to  the  two  other  complaints,  the  first  related  to  an 
industrial  firm  testing  equipment.  Informal  discussions  brought  the  natter 
to  a satisfactory  conclusion.  The  second  involved  a Social  Club  about 
which  a variety  of  complaints  were  received  which,  apart  from  noise  - 
concerned  neither  the  Club  nor  the  authority.  Originally  there  were 
grounds  for  complaint  regarding  amplified  music,  but  observations  by  the 
Department  over  the  past  eighteen  months  reveal  that  such  nuisance  no  longer 
exists,
